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Christmas Present Exhibition Browse and 
Darby Small pictures by English and French 
artists. Unlike most Christmas shopping, 
prices are often reduced during these 
exhibitions. Galleries must compete for 
attention with turkeys and toy-shops. At 
this extremely attractive show, many works 
are selling for far less than £100. — I mean 
interesting, worthwhile drawings and paint- 
ings, of a standard fine enough to hang in 
company with the perfection of a rare 
Sidney Starr, or William Nicholson’s 
study for a portrait. Joan Eardley’s powerful 
Head of a boy with red hair hangs near 
Anthony Eyton’s wild flowers. Matthew 
Smith’s fauve Cornish landscapes don’t 
dim the character of Alfred Cohen’s small 
paintings of monumental content. Bernard 
Dunstan’s green Bathers on the dunes is 
singularly ‘fragrant’; a capture of sweet 
summer time. And using his own pure 
conception of colour: sharply translucent 
as fruit drops, Philip Sutton paints a 
Somerset farm. Amongst several I'd love 
to be given for Christmas are Mary 
Cohen’s Oriental study; Pauline Vincent’s 
Molynos; Arnald van Praag’s drawing of 
Lautrec. For a little more money, there is 
Diana Armfield’s Venetian Lagoon: modest 
yet disturbingly pretty. In fact thoughtful 
care and delicacy abounds.

The Artists Market Association Warehouse 
Gallery, Earlham Street About 60 members 
of the Artists Market Association are 
exhibiting a selection of their work in this 
exhibition, about 10 of whom are new 
members, which complies with the asso- 
ciation’s policy of encouraging talented, as 
yet unknown, artists. 

The sculpture and paintings are varied in 
subject matter, standard and price. It is 
possible to buy a very good Anthea 
Alley collage for as little as £30 or one of 
Ben Cabrera’s fine aquatints for £28. 
These realistic prices must encourage the 


public to buy, which is surely one of the 
aims of this non-profit-making asso- 
ciation. The exhibition includes a fine 
pencil drawing by Jane Joseph, two of 
Michael Upton’s watercolours, a very good 
painting Launderette by Paul Hempton, 
fascinating collage paintings by Greg 
Lewis, delightful wood puzzles by Simon 
Nicholson, a Tom Dewhurst painting 
Anthea in Liverpool and three of Maggi 
Hambling’s storm scenes in chinese ink on 
paper. 

The general feel of the work is middle of 
the road with obvious exceptions, one of 
these being John Jackson’s sculpture with 
its clear cut and sensitive use of wood, 
string and metal.

Some Contemporary Book Illustrations 
Piccadilly Gallery If you want to give 
pictures this Christmas, you couldn’t do 
better than shop around amongst this 
delightful and varied collection of book 
illustrations, which: range in price from 
£12.50 unframed to £250.00, with some 
expensive exceptions. 

Many of the illustrations are familiar, 
having decorated the covers and pages of 
various well-loved books. This tends to 
make the whole exhibition come alive in 
the knowledge and understanding of the 
written word they complement. Faith 
Jaques’ very English, traditional, detailed 
work is pleasing; especially fine is her pen 
and ink drawing for Turgenev’s Smoke. In 
complete contrast are the simple water- 
colours of Michael Foreman. Some depict 
spacious desert scenes but his green 
Dinosaur and Spaceman 2 has captured all 
the magic that surrounds these animals and 
is very much a collector’s item. 

Margaret Gordon’s lively pen and ink 
drawings of the Wombles are both precise 
and delicate but for imagination one must 
turn to the work of Elisa Trimby, whose 
sensitive use of colour and line enables her 
to convey a depth of feeling that is very 
intense. It would be wrong not to mention 


Monika Beisner’s tour de force, The 
Alphabet, which portrays a cold dedication 
to perfection that renders it lifeless; 
nevertheless one has to admire the un- 
compromising skill of the artist. No 
exhibition of this kind would be complete 
without the simple delicate work of 
Harold Jones, of which St. Brandan and 
Five Hermits Teach the Water Babies is a 
fine example. 

This is a diverse and interesting exhibition 
which I hope the gallery will repeat in the 
not too distant future, as it proves con- 
vincingly that some illustrations can stand 
up and be counted as an art form in their 
own right. Julie Lacey 


Master Drawings Thos. Agnew & Sons Ltd. 
The dominant names and, as it happens, 
the dominant drawings, of this exhibition 
are Ingres’ graphite three-quarter length 
portrait of a young woman with unusual 
eyes, and Tiepolo’s pen, brown ink and 
wash studies, two given an aerial, sculptural 
quality by being seen at an angle from 
below, the third a superbly delicate study 
of an old man in cap and gown. The 
exhibition is arranged under the heads of 
Dutch (17th, 18th and 19th centuries), 
Italian (16th, 17th and 18th centuries), 
French and German (18th, 19th and 
20th centuries) and English (18th and 
19th centuries). Of the French, particularly 
charming and witty is Henry Somm’s little 
ink and pink wash La Dame en Rose. There 
is also a vigorous, pastoral Boucher. Many 
of the French works incorporate water- 
colour. Among the English, Sir James 
Thornhill’s The Reception of Hercules in 
Olympus, a foreshortened roundel, possibly 
a design for the Saloon ceiling at Blenheim, 
is typically baroque. There is a Lord 
Leighton pencil portrait of May Sartoris 
two medievalising Burne-Jones’s, and a 
typical Albert Moore Sleeping Girl. Some 
of the most charming pieces are un- 
attributed. like the Dutch Head of a Boy.
